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ferior to his last. It will be acknowledged by 
many, that Beethoven's first productions are 
more perfect than the early works of the two 
above-named composers ; a circumstance which 
may be attributed to the science being better 
understood at the period he commenced writing, 
together with the advantages he derived from the 
examples of those two great men : but his 
decided originality has always prevented his 
being charged with plagiarism.
